1454 The GALLANT DEFENCE MADE BY His MAJEsTy’s SHIP ARROW 
(Commander Richard Budd Vincent) and His Majesty’s Bomb 
Vessel Acheron (Commander Arthur Farqauhar) against a 
greatly superior force of the enemy on the morning of 
February 4th, 1805, off Cape Palos ; also a REPRESENTATION 
OF THE SINKING OF THE ARROW after a desperate resistance ; 
a pair of fine Aquatints by J. Jeakes, after F. Sartorious, 
dedicated to the Right. Honble. Lord Viscount Nelson, Duke 
of Bronte : 


+, * There will also be sold with the two Aquatints a most inter- 
esting relic of this memorable incident in British Naval Annals 
during the period of the great Peninsular War: viz., THE 
Loc-Book of His Majesty’s Ship Arrow, in the handwriting 
of Captain Richard Budd Vincent. On the first pages will be 
found copies of two letters written by Admiral Lord Nelson on 
board his flagship, the Victory, in the first of which Captain 
Vincent is ordered to leave Malta for the purpose of convoying 
a transport to Gibraltar Bay, and afterwards, if possible, to 
England. The Admiral warns Vincent on no account to 
delay in the Bay or to separate from the convoy, as there are 
numerous French and Spanish Privateers in the Gut of 
Gibraltar. In the second letter, of the same date, Lord 
Nelson acknowledges various letters received from Captain 
Vincent, and takes the opportunity to convey “ my full appro- 
bation of your zealous activity in the various services per- 
formed by His Majesty’s Sloop under your command.” Then 
follows a detailed account by Captain Vincent of his sailing 
from Malta on the 4th of January, 1805, in accordance with 
the instructions of the Commander-in-Chief. Also the Letters 
sent by him to the Admiralty reporting his capture by the 
French; his imprisonment in and release from Spain ; his 
return to England on parole ; Court-martial and Exchange ; 
145 closely-written pages, bound in leather, with the word 
“‘ Arrow ” on the cover.
